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So Who’s Running for Council? 
Campaign Will Open August 17 


If it’s an odd year, there must 
be a city council election, but so 
far there hasn’t been much pre- 
election buzz. That may change 
soon. In a little more than two 
weeks, both the incumbents and 
the challengers will begin circu- 
lating petitions and filing papers 
to have their names placed on the 
ballot for the Tuesday, November 
3 city council election. 

Candidate packets containing 
all the necessary information and 
forms for running for office will 
be available at City Clerk Cindy 
Murray’s office in the Munici- 
pal Building, 25 Crescent Road, 
beginning Monday, August 17. 
Candidates may file until 5 p.m. 
on Monday, September 21. 

Any “qualified voter” of the 
city may run for city council. A 
qualified voter is a resident of 
the city who is duly registered to 
vote with Prince George’s County 
at a Greenbelt residence address. 
Greenbelt has a seven-member 
council, all of whom are elected 
at large for two-year terms: that 
is, there are no wards or districts 
in Greenbelt and each voter may 
vote for up to seven candidates. 
Elections are nonpartisan. 

No separate contest is held 
to run for the office of may-

or. Both the mayor and mayor 
pro tem are elected by the city 
council. While the council may 
elect whichever of its members it 
chooses to fill these positions, it 
traditionally has elected the two 
members who received the high- 
est and second-highest number 
of votes from the voters in the 
biennial election. 
Every Vote Counts 

Voters sometimes think it is 
not worth their while to come out 
and vote if who will be elected 
to the council appears to be a 
foregone conclusion. It can al- 
ways be argued that one should 
never forfeit an opportunity to 
vote. In this case, when the 
positions of mayor and mayor 
pro tem will almost surely be 
decided on the basis of the votes 
of the electorate, which are often 
very close in number, it is no 
exaggeration to say that in city 
elections every vote counts. 

The ballot may also include 
advisory referendum questions 
to ask the opinions of voters on 
various matters. The council has 
until September 28 to adopt a 
resolution to that end if it wishes. 

Forms, Forms, Forms 

To run for office, would-be 

candidates must complete the 


following forms, most of which 
must be notarized, and submit 
them to the city clerk for certi- 
fication no later than 5 p.m. on 
September 21. A nomination 
petition bearing the signatures of 
at least 50 registered city voters 
must be obtained. Each peti- 
tion page identifies the candidate 
and the candidate’s address of 
residence, as well as the signa- 
ture and residence address of the 
person circulating that page of 
the petition. 

An acceptance of nomina- 
tion form certifies the nominee’s 
agreement to serve if elected. 
An affidavit of candidate form 
provides personal identifying in- 
formation. 

A detailed financial disclosure 
statement provides for a declara- 
tion of business, investment and 
real estate interests held by the 
nominee and immediate family, 
as well as sources of specified 
income and debt. Incumbent 
candidates who have already 
filed their forms for 2014 are 
not required to file again if their 
circumstances have not changed. 

In addition, candidates must 
submit a form designating their 
appointed treasurer and includin

City, Pepco Meeting on Tree Plan 
Makes Tempers Rise on Both Sides 


Since it is often difficult for 
the public to hear the discussion 
at the table during city council 
meetings held in the Community 
Center’s sound-absorbent multi- 
purpose room, the rising crescen- 
do of voices that prevailed during 
much of the July 22 meeting of 
council with representatives of 
Pepco was almost welcome. 

The meeting was held for 
Pepco to present information on 
the vegetation management part 
of its Reliability Enhancement 
Program. Vegetation management 
is designed to remove or prune 
trees that may interfere with elec- 
tric wires and equipment. This 
year’s program is focused primar- 
ily on service lines along streets 
and in residential neighborhoods, 
including Greenbelt Homes, Inc. 
(GHI) and single-family houses. 

According to a memorandum 
from City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin to council dated 
July 16, Pepco’s proposal for this 
year would remove up to 375 
city-owned trees and undertake 
a large amount of pruning. The 
bulk of the work would take 
place in central Greenbelt, be- 
tween Kenilworth Avenue and the 
Baltimore-Washington Parkway, 
since most lines are underground 
in Greenbelt East and Greenbelt 
West. 

Representing Pepco were Jerry

Pasternak, regional vice president 
for Maryland, Tami Watkins, pub- 
lic affairs manager, and Martin 
Lieb, staff forester with Pepco’s 
vegetation management program. 

All councilmembers except 
Leta Mach were in attendance. 
McLaughlin was on hand for the 
city, as were Brian Townsend, 
horticultural supervisor, and Rich- 
ard Fink, superintendent of parks 
and grounds. 

About 15 people were in the 
audience. Included among those 
representing organizations were 
Charles Jackman and Ethel Dutky 
of the city’s Advisory Commit- 
tee on Trees, George Bachman, 
maintenance director for GHI, 
Kathy Jarva of the GHI Wood- 
lands Committee and Jon Gardner 
and Marc Siegel, representing, 
respectively, the Woodland Hills 
and Lakeside homeowner asso- 
ciations. 

After a littlke warmup conver- 
sation about Pepco’s proposed 
merger with Exelon and its com- 
munications to customers on sav- 
ing power by lowering electricity 
usage during peak periods, Mayor 
Emmett Jordan moved on to the 
topic of the evening: Pepco’s 
plan for tree management in 
Greenbelt this year. 

Although not spelled out in 
the publicity for the meeting, the 
topic was limited to trees owned 


by city government on city prop- 
erty or right-of-way. This restric- 
tion of focus to city-owned trees 
soon emerged as being a problem 
in itself. According to Pasternak, 
Pepco does not talk with one cus- 
tomer about the business of other 
customers, with the result that 
as in 2012 the city had received 
information and maps about only 
its trees. 

Bachman said GHI had re- 
cently received its own maps and 
Pasternak said they would meet 
with GHI when GHI was ready 
to schedule. Other private own- 
ers with trees on their property 
were also separately notified. 

Councilmember Judith Davis 
suggested that one reason people 
were upset about this year’s new 
wave of tree removal and prun- 
ing was that they had not real- 
ized there would be a Phase 2. 
Rather, they thought it was done 
with Phase | three years ago. 

Pasternak hastened to explain 
that the work done in 2012, 
which involved not only tree 
work but also upgrades to two 
major feeder lines in Old Green- 
belt—including replacement of 
poles, transformers, lines and 
other equipment—went beyond 
their usual vegetation manage- 
ment program. This year they

Fees To Go Up 


The Prince George’s County 
Department of Permitting, Inspec- 
tions and Enforcement (DPIE) 
has proposed fee increases that 
affect the Greenbelt Farmers Mar- 
ket (GFM) and its vendors. 

On a typical day, we have 22 
vendors and community groups 
at the market and the proposed 
increases would increase costs in 
three ways.

The Secret of Kells 


1. The market must have an 
annual Temporary Use and Oc- 
cupancy permit which is currently 
$85. The proposed new cost 
almost doubles to $150. 

2. Other proposed increas- 
es would severely impact our 
vendors, all small businesses. 
GFM’s prepared-food vendors 
use the Food Service Facility - 
Farmers Market (FSF) permit 
slated to increase from $175 per 
market to $250. A prepared-food 
vendor must pay this for each 
market in which they participate 
in the county. The original inten- 
tion was that the permit would 
cover one prepared-food vendor 
for multiple farmers markets in 
Prince George's County. If the 
fee is to be increased, the county 
council should at least amend the 
regulation so that it reflects the 
original intention. 

3. To add to our concerns, 
the “Food Service Facility - Tem- 
porary Event” permit fee will be 
raised from $25 to $125 per day. 
GFM uses this single-day event 
permit to host periodic cooking 
demonstrations that educate the 
public about nutritious meals. 
But, coupled with the other in- 
creases, this will prevent us from 
offering such public-service pro- 
grams. 

While we understand the need 
to cover the cost of necessary 
regulation, such a steep and sud- 
den increase in fees will harm 
the initiative to eat locally and 
healthily and discourage vendors 
from doing business here. 

We urge News Review readers 
and market goers to contact their 
council representatives to ask 
them to work amend the bill to 
a) limit the increase to the U&O 
license fee, b) make the proposed 
vendor fee cover all county mar- 
kets attended and c) limit the fee 
increase on the FSF Temporary 
Event Permit. 

We also suggest that DPIE 
consider a farmers market permit 
that is renewable on an affidavit 
that the circumstances of the mar- 
ket have not changed. Because 
there is no actual structure to in- 
spect, each year the market must 
go through the same documenta- 
tion exercise to have an inspector 
visit the same empty parking lot 
(they inspect on weekdays when 
the market is not in session) and 
issue a temporary zoning permit. 
DPIE could reduce the inspection 
burden and still charge a suitable 
renewal fee without any material 
effect on anything.

Film Discussion 
At The New Deal 


Human Rights, Dictatorship 
and Cobra Gold: U.S. Military 
Policy in Thailand Today will 
be the theme of a program to be 
held Sunday, August 2 from 2 to 
4:30 p.m. at the New Deal Cafe. 
It will include film, discussion 
and letter-writing. The program 
was inspired by the U.S. Govern- 
ment’s decision to participate in 
Thailand’s massive 2016 Cobra 
Gold military exercises. 

The audience will view Tong- 
pan, a 1970s film created by Thai 
citizens that remains relevant to 
the current Thai economic and 
political turmoil. A black-and- 
white theatrical film, Tongpan de- 
picts the real-life experience of a 
farmer from the poverty-stricken 
Northeast region of Thailand who 
seeks to take part in a supposedly 
democratic seminar where "big 
people" (officials and "experts") 
frustrate the voices of ordinary 
people. The British Film Institute 
calls Tongpan "one of the most 
important 'Third World’ films of 
the decade." 

Lessons from Tongpan for 
Thailand and the U.S. will be 
the subject of discussion by a 
peace-and-justice activist who has 
lived in remote areas of mainland 
Southeast Asia for four-plus years 
as a volunteer college teacher, 
agricultural development worker, 
social science researcher and 
USAID consultant. He will take 
questions and comments from 
participants. 

The program is sponsored 
by the Prince George's County 
Peace and Justice Coalition and 
co-sponsored by Maryland United 
for Peace & Justice (mupj.org).

the person’s acceptance of ap- 
pointment in writing. 
Ballot 

As soon as the September 
21 filing deadline has passed at 
5 p.m., the ballot can be estab- 
lished. At 7:30 p.m. in the Mu- 
nicipal Building, the candidates 
will draw for ballot position by 
lottery. In a second drawing, 
they will choose the location of 
their election signs on poles to 
be posted in designated loca- 
tions by the city. The city’s 
Board of Elections oversees these 
drawings, which are open to the 
public. 

Penalties Are No Joke 

Certified candidates must file 
reports of campaign contributions 
and expenditures at three points 
in time. This year the two in- 
terim reports are due by noon 
on Friday, September 25 and 
Friday, October 23, with the final 
report due following the election 
by noon on Friday, November 
6. With some items excepted, 
candidates are required to report 
the totals of all contributions and 
expenditures and to itemize items 
in excess of $25. These reports 
are kept in the city clerk’s office 
and are open to public inspection 
during business hours. 

The penalties are severe for 
not submitting these reports on 
time or for failure to maintain 
the appointment of a treasurer. A 
candidate not in compliance will 
be deemed unqualified and the 
person’s name will be stricken 
from the ballot prior to the elec- 
tion. A candidate who falls out 
of compliance after the election 
will not be sworn in without 
complying. Furthermore, no one 


who is in violation of a city law 
or reporting requirement may run 
as a candidate or submit a nomi- 
nation petition in any future city 
election. 

Voter Registration 

For anyone thinking of run- 
ning for city council, signing 
a candidate’s petition or voting 
in the city election, it is never 
too early to take care of voter 
registration. For anyone not al- 
ready registered at a Greenbelt 
residence address or who needs 
to correct registration informa- 
tion, the deadline is Monday, 
October 5. 

Students living in Greenbelt 
who are enrolled at colleges and 
universities in Maryland are eli- 
gible to register if they consider 
their school address to be their 
“official” or “permanent” home 
(go to elections.state.md.us and 
then voter registration). 

Voters can look to see if their 
registration information is correct 
on the voter services section of 
the website of the State Board of 
Elections at elections.state.md.us. 
Ignore the polling places given 
there, however, since except for 
the Community Center they will 
not apply to city elections. 

Anyone with a Maryland driv- 
er’s license or Maryland Motor 
Vehicle Administration ID card 
can register to vote or make cor- 
rections to registration informa- 
tion online at the State Board 
of Elections website. For those 
who prefer paper, forms can be 
printed from the state website and 
returned by U.S. mail. Forms are 
also available at the Greenbelt 
branch of the public library, from 
the city clerk’s office or from the

Early & Absentee Voting 

Although more detailed in- 
formation on early and absentee 
voting will be provided closer to 
the time that voting begins, the 
dates should be kept in mind by 
people planning to run for office 
as well as by voters. Early vot- 
ing has increased each year in 
Greenbelt, and the day is gone 
when candidates could afford to 
wait until Election Day to get 
their message out. 

Early voting is available in 
two forms in Greenbelt. Any 
registered voter who prefers not 
to vote at the polling place (no 
excuse required) may vote by ab- 
sentee ballot, either by U.S. mail 
or in person at the Municipal 
Building beginning Wednesday, 
October 14 and ending at 6 p.m. 
on Election Day. 

Early voting by voting ma- 
chine will be available to all 
voters in the Municipal Building 
at specified times from Monday, 
October 19 through Friday, Octo- 
ber 30.

are back to a more regular an- 
nual routine, though it does also 
include seven feeders. 

“It’s ongoing,” he said. “Im- 
proving infrastructure and veg- 
etation management are ongoing. 
There aren’t phases.” 

Pasternak began by laying out 
the legal framework for the work 
they are doing. He said any- 
where from 30 to 50 percent of 
outages are caused by trees. He 
reminded everyone that in 2010 
there were five major storms: two 
blizzards in February and three 
storms, including the derecho, 
in the summer. Customers were 
extremely angry and upset about 
the frequency and duration of the 
resulting electric outages. 

The Maryland Public Ser- 
vice Commission initiated an 
investigation of the reliability and 
quality of Pepco’s service. The 
commission’s consultants found 
that trees were a primary factor 
in the outages and that inadequate 
vegetation management by Pepco 
over time was a cause. Pepco 
was fined $1 million for the veg- 
etation management and ordered 
to create a timeline for meeting 
reliability standards. In 2011 the 
Maryland General Assembly took 
further action to require the com- 
mission to develop regulations to 
govern performance reliability. 

According to Pasternak, much 
of what Pepco is now doing by 
way of vegetation management is 
required by state law. They must 
meet minimum clearance require- 
ments around lines. He said they 
do understand the aesthetic and 
property value concerns of resi- 
dents but the state has imposed 
serious penalties if they do not 
comply. 

Furthermore, it is part of 
the decree that local govern- 
ments cannot require anything 
that would increase the cost of 
Pepco’s meeting the legal require- 
ments. While in some areas, 
plans can be adjusted, in others 
they cannot. For example, Pas- 
ternak said, if 20 percent of a 
tree’s crown must be removed, 
Pepco is required to remove the 
tree. 

Permissions 

Although it should be noted 
that Pepco does not provide no- 


tification or request permission 
for pruning, their representatives 
are required to get a signed per- 
mission to remove a tree from 
private property. Customers can 
refuse. In the case of municipali- 
ties they work with the assigned 
city staff person. 

Pasternak concluded his pre- 
sentation by saying Pepco knows 
that the tree work has been suc- 
cessful in reducing the frequency 
and duration of outages. The line 
upgrades have also helped. The 
combination of the two has made 
the difference that most people 
have experienced. 

Councilmember Rodney Rob- 
erts immediately challenged Pas- 
ternak, saying that a number 
of trees had been blue-marked 
at Hillside Road and Northway 
although only one wire passes 
them. He questioned the cost- 
benefit analysis of that, adding 
that in early years, Pepco came 
and just pruned, while now there 
was an ongoing cutting process. 
He questioned why he saw so 
much more pruning than removal 
in D.C. In conclusion, Roberts 
declared the idea of the 375 trees 
was a “fallacy” since more would 
be added every year. “You’re 
ruining our community,” he said. 

Pasternak replied that Roberts 
was right that they used to do 
much more pruning and much 
less removal but it was precisely 
because of that that they fell 
behind and were fined. He told 
Roberts, “Standards changed in 
2012. What we’re doing now, 
we’re required to do by law.” 
Regarding jurisdictions, he said 
Maryland’s and the District’s re- 
quirements are different. 

In response to a question 
from Roberts, Pasternak said the 
amount of clearance required 
around lines depends upon the 
voltage in the lines. He further 
explained that they are working 
on a four-year cycle, so the goal 
in pruning is for the vegetation 
to remain clear of the lines for 
four years. 

Jon Gardner said on the last 
round, no permissions were in 
fact gotten when street trees were 
pruned and he asked how resi- 
dents could be assured that would 
not happen again. Pasternak said

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they would not remove a tree 
without written permission but 
they will prune without permis- 
sion to get adequate clearance. It 
was also suggested that some of 
the trees he described may have 
been on city right-of-way and 
thus were on the city’s notifica- 
tion list. 

Councilmember Silke Pope 
asked if they marked trees differ- 
ently when they were targeted for 
pruning and for removal. Paster- 
nak said trees were not marked 
for pruning. Trees are marked 
for potential removal, though that 
does not mean they will all be 
removed. Pope also complained 
that seven days for residents to 
reply to notification was inad- 
equate for anyone who travels, to 
which Pasternak said that was the 
time determined by the Maryland 
Public Service Commission. 

Jordan asked Townsend to 
comment on the process of in- 
teraction with staff. Townsend 
replied that they had walked with 
Pepco to look at all the city- 
owned trees. He denied permis- 
sion where he thought clearance 
was adequate. He also noted 
that in many cases trees marked 
were in fact hazardous or, as in 
the case of Bradford pears, were 
trees the city already had identi- 
fied as being close to needing 
replacement with more appropri- 
ate trees.

Restoration 

The mayor noted that out of 
375 trees identified by Pepco, 
staff had recommended denying 
permission on 75. No distinction 
is made in the count between 
saplings and substantial trees. 
Asked about replacements, Lieb, 
the Pepco forester, said there 
is 1:1 replacement of removed 
trees where not in the forest. 
Replacement are 2-inch caliper, 
with ball and burlap. Davis later 
asked that representatives of the 
Advisory Committee on Trees be 
taken on a tour of the trees par- 
ticularly to look at any that might 
be considered significant. 

Jordan pointed out that dur- 
ing the last round the timing of 
planting was such that not all the 
trees survived. McLaughlin said 
they would make a guarantee part 
of the city permit this time. Da- 
vis then raised other issues: who 
is responsible for watering the 
replacement trees? Who grinds 
the stump? Pasternak said that 
in Maryland, utilities are not re- 
quired to remove stumps or grind 
them to the ground. 

It’s the Canopy! 

Dutky spoke to say that when 
people look at Greenbelt’s trees 
what they see is canopy. Re- 
placement can be done on a time 
frame to replace the canopy. Ac- 
cording to Dutky, Pepco should 
not be replacing large trees with 
small ones on a 1:1 basis or 
canopy will not be replaced. She 
added that the Advisory Commit- 
tee on Trees has recommended 
trees that will not grow high but 
that specific cultivars must be 
used to achieve that. 

By this time, feelings were 
already running high, but mention 
of the city’s tree canopy seems to 
have tilted the balance. 

Councilmember Edward Putens 
said the problem was that in 
looking at city-owned trees, 
which was all the information 
councilmembers had available to 
them, they were looking at the 
“tip of the iceberg,” since they 
were missing all of GHI’s infor- 
mation, said to be another 129 
trees, and an unknown number 
of others privately owned. To 
get the whole picture, it would 
be necessary to at least figura- 
tively overlay all the maps. He

suggested that the city and GHI 
work together if Pepco would not 
provide consolidated information. 

By now, voices were getting 
loud, with Pasternak taking of- 
fense that Roberts had at one 
point accused him of dishonesty. 
Townsend contributed that he had 
not heard anything until tonight 
about trees not being replaced in 
the forest, which is part of the 
canopy. Townsend also stressed 
the need to have city staff on site 
when work was being done. 

Putens said he thought Pepco 
should grind the stumps. 

Gardner said he would like 
to see the city more involved in 
communications, since there is 
no way to know which residents 
should have received notifications 
but did not. 

When asked about next steps, 
McLaughlin said that would be 
response from council. Putens 
replied that council was seeing 
the maps for the first time tonight 
and in his opinion could not give 
any direction at this point. He 
stressed that council’s job was 
to look at the whole community, 
since that is what the council is 
elected to represent, not just the 
part owned by city government. 

Pasternak expressed concern 
that they were bumping into the 
time frame needed to get the 
work done, to which Putens re- 
plied, “You want us to approve 
a plan without all the necessary 
information. We need to see the 
whole picture.” 

Pasternak responded that he 
understood the concern with can- 
opy but that additionally, “Our 
need is to have the right trees in 
the right places. We are required 
by law to remove the wrong trees 
from the wrong places.” 

Davis suggested that the city 
might need to revisit Takoma 
Park’s legislation to give the city 
authority over privately owned 
trees. 

Roberts said the lines should 
be put underground, which Pas- 
ternak estimated at a cost of at 
least $1 million per mile. 

Pasternak said that all they 
wanted to do was to advance the 
process and move on. And that 
was how the worksession ended, 
with not much agreement on 
anything.

In Shakespeare Shakeup 


“Shakespeare is the happy 
hunting ground of all minds that 
have lost their balance;” accord- 
ing to Stephen Dedalus some- 
where in James Joyce's Ulysses. 

Off the Quill, Inc. (OTQ) of- 
fers asylum — an insane asylum 
— for all of us who have ever lost 
our balance or our minds with 
their rollicking new version of 
The Complete Works of Shake- 
speare (Abridged/Revised), now 
at the Greenbelt Arts Center. 

In just two hours, including 
a 15 minute intermission, OTQ 
stalwarts Michael J. Dombrosk1, 
Brian H. Moors and Patrick Mul- 
len ring the chimes at midnight, 
furiously tearing through all 37 
of The Bard's plays with intel- 
ligence, wit and exuberance. 

They lace The Bard's immortal 
words with their own allitera- 
tive pun-filled patter — "A nose 
by any other name would smell 
as sweet" — and inject OTQ's 
trademark physicality throughout. 
The kinetic energy of light saber 
sword fighting, venom-tipped 
epees, frolicsome dancing, dozens 
of rapid costume changes — often 
on stage — is acrobatic and diz- 
zying. 

All the world's a stage for 
these guys; they strut and fret 
their way through multiple roles. 

Cross-dressing Mullen is hi- 
larious as mad, drowning Ophelia 
and asp-bitten Cleopatra. Dom- 
broski is subtle and effective as 
Hamlet — or is that Helmet? —
